Argentine Adventures

Several years ago I read the book 
written by Lester Sumrall entitled Ad- 
venturing for Christ and I was stirred 
with the thought that each time we wit- 
ness for the Lord can be an adventure, 
whether it be in the foreign parts of the 
world or at home in our own neighbor- 
hood. 

The fulness of this thought has been 
brought strongly to my heart since we 
have had the opportunity to preach and 
witness in all kinds of places and under 
all kinds of cirmumstances in the great 
wide open spaces and in crowded cities 
of the Argentine. Some of these adven- 
tures have taken place in a gospel tent 
in the cattle-raising province of Buenos 
Aires, others on trains crossing the great 
plains, called the “Pampas,” still others 
in the ever-present plazas, usually the 
center_of city or town. 

Webster says an adventure, besides 
being a hazard or risk, is a remarkable 
occurrence or to attempt an extraordin- 
ary enterprise. In what better form 
could we express the procedure and re- 
sults of soul winning? One runs the risk 
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of public scorn and persecution to at- 
tempt this extraordinary enterprise, and 
the results demonstrated in a soul won 
for Christ could be called nothing less 
than a remarkable occurrence. It is a 
spectacular victory in the greatest war- 
fare of the ages, heaven against hell, 
Christ versus Satan, and each soul won 
is an eternal blow against sin, and sets 
the joybells of heaven ringing out the 
redemption song. 

This adventuring is not limited to 
any one class of Christians, such as mis- 
sionaries or evangelists. It can be a 
source of continued blessing to every 
Christian.

Recently I was riding on the crack 
Argentine train, El Cuyano, which cov- 
ers some seven hundred miles in one 
day’s run, when I had the opportunity 
to talk. with a business man from the 
neighboring country of Chile. He was 
4 man with an intense interest in world 
affairs and had the usual interest in the 
ideas of someone from the “Colossus of 
the North,” the United States. In the 
course of our trip together, I steered the 
conversation to gospel subjects and I 


-soon found that the man was capable of 


putting forth some ideas on this subject 
too, but from an unbeliever’s point of 
view. We had a most interesting time 
of conversation and soon I felt that the 
reality of the gospel was finding a lodg- 
ing place in my Chilean friend’s heart. 
A stirring began in my innermost being; 
vou could call it a real thrill. I realized 
that I was adventuring for Christ and 
that winning this Chilean business man 
was as thrilling an adventure as I had 
ever entered into. Fle was an educated 
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jaan and had a brilliant mind. He had 
“us many well thought-out ideas against 
. personal religion catalogued in his 
nind. This made the conversation in- 
ense as I, with the direction of the Holy 
®pirit, brought forth the Scriptural argu- 
nents against such a stand. Even though 
jhe surroundings were the common- 
jplace things of a railroad coach, a drama 
vas being enacted that meant spiritual 
Jife or death for one man, and a victory 
Yor the gospel of Christ for the other. 
JAs the man yielded to the firm argu- 
‘nents of the gospel, I was as completely 
‘thrilled as by anything in my life. Later 
I had to find a place where I, alone with 
the Saviour, could weep for sheer joy 
tof having had another adventure for 
jmy Lord. I may never see Mr. Beiger 
again, but he now knows my Saviour. 
|Our paths crossed once and God showed 
jme the man’s need. He was won for 


WChrist. . . . This is adventuring. 


At the end of that train ride I was 
i engaged in a series of meetings in the 
} provincial city of 25 de Mayo. Here is 
a gospel mission which is a tribute to 
‘the life of adventuring for Christ of 
‘dear Sister Alice Wood, who will soon 
i complete her seventy-seventh year. Fifty 
‘years of this time has been spent in 
} South America in missionary work, the 
| last thirty-seven in Argentina without a 
| furlough. If one could see the life of this 
veteran worker flashed upon a screen, 
‘it would be to the Christian mind a 
thrilling epic of adventure; a life filled 
with constant activity for the Lord and 
victories which will one day be heralded 
in the courts of heaven. During the time 
of my meetings here I visited in mud 
huts with the poor and in the lovely 
stucco and tile homes of the rich and 
near rich. All had a good word for 
“Mis Guooth,” as they pronounced her 
name in a brave attempt to say Miss 
Wood. Doctors and lawyers, bankers, 
storekeepers, and peons in this part of 
the province still remember with tender- 
ness the days when they were children 
in. Miss Wood’s Sunday. school. Some 
have remained faithful to their teach- 
ings and others have just been sympa- 
thizers, but the result of it all has been 
a good name for the gospel and a great 
influence for good. Seeds have been 
planted which may be reaped in golden 
sheaves by others in a time of harvest.

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“This Atomic Vale of Tears”

The expression that forms the title 
of this article originated in the fertile 
brain of Leland R. .Keys, the versatile 
pastor of Glad ‘Tidings Temple in San 
Francisco. It fell, apparently in an in- 
advertent manner, from his lips while 
he was preaching a sermon on a recent 
Sunday morning. I was sitting on the 
platform, and I whispered to somebody 
who was sitting alongside of me, “That's 
a new one.” It was quite evident that 
he had not planned to give utterance to 
the expression, and it appeared to me 
that when it fell from his lips it was a 
surprise to himself. Fle made no attempt 
to recall it or to correct it. 


I thought immediately of a news 
analyst who had been broadcasting in- 
formation concerning recent happen- 
ings in Palestine. Speaking of the clashes 
between Jews and Arabs he had said, 
“They are using atomic weapons.” I al- 
most jumped with surprise and wonder. 
But he immediately proceeded to cor- 
rect himself by saying that he did not 
mean “atomic weapons” but “automatic 
weapons.” Quite a different thing. 

I have said that Pastor Keys made no 
attempt to recall or correct what he had 


said. Why should he have done so? 
Is It not true that this is a “vale of tears”? 
And is it not also true that this is “the 
atomic age’? So this “vale of tears” is 
“this atomic vale of tears.” 

The expression is significant and 
worthy of deep study. How significant 
are words! They are the garments with 
which we clothe thoughts; and thoughts, 
like people, may be properly or im- 
properly clothed. In order that people 
may be “presentable,” as we sometimes 
say, they must be properly clothed. I 
rarely notice how anybody is dressed 
unless he or she is very shabbily or else 
extravagantly attired.. There can be too 
little or there can be too much. The 
same thing is true of the clothing where- 
with we garb human thought. I recall 
how my instructor in elocution used to 
say over and over, again, “It is not so 
much what you say as how you say it.” 
He told us one day that he had said 
this to a lady, and she had disagreed 
with him. He told her that he could 
repeat, “Old Mother Hubbard,” and 
make her cry. She laughed at him. 


Some time afterwards he was at a social 
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gathering, and the lady was there, and 
he was asked to recite. After he had re- 
cited several selections, he proceeded to 
recite “Old Mother Hubbard” as only 
he could recite it. He put so much 
pathos and so much reality into it that 
everybody could almost see the old 
woman, so very, very poor that there was 
not even a bone in the cupboard,—“her 
cupboard was bare’”—and the poor, hun- 
ery dog that was looking with wistful 
eyes to his mistress for something to ap- 
pease his hunger; and everybody felt 
sorry for the woman and the dog. When 
the recitation had been completed al- 
most everybody was in tears, even the 
lady who had laughed at the idea that 
the elocutionist could make her weep 
by reciting “Old Mother Hubbard.” So 
there is evidently a lot in the way we 
say things. Those of us who read quite 
a bit like those authors who have what 
we call “an entrancing style.” The writ- 
ings of some writers are pregnant with 
thought, but the thought is so clumsily 
expressed, or, possibly, so encumbered 
with verbiage, that one has to read the 
lines several times in order to ascertain 
what the writers are getting at. This is a 
fault that, not only writers, but preach- 
ers, ought to avoid. 


We are thinking just now about “this 
atomic vale of tears.” That this is a “vale 
of tears” we are sure. It is not necessary 
that argument be presented in order to 
prove it. In Psalm 84:6 we read of “the 
valley of Baca,” the word Baca meaning 
“weeping,” as all authorities are agreed. 
It might be well for us to look at the 
passage. Here is a paraphrase of it, be- 
ginning at verse 4, “Blessed are they 
that dwell in Thy house: they will be 
still praising Thee. Blessed is the man 
whose strength is in Thee, in whose 
heart are Thy highways, leading there- 
unto, who passing through the valley of 
weeping, or, vale of tears, make it a 
place of springs.” Thus “the valley of 
Baca” becomes “the valley of Berachah,” 


or, blessing (2 Chron. 20:26). 


The same Hebrew word that is ren- 
dered “valley” in Psalm 84:6 is rendered 
“vale” three times in the fourteenth 
chapter of Genesis where we read in 
verses three, eight and ten of “the vale 
of Siddim”; it is rendered “vale” also in 
Genesis 37:14 where we read of the 


“wale of Hebron.” So “the valley ‘oF} 
Baca” is “the vale of tears.” Tears have 
characterized it ever since the begin- 
ning of human history, ever since the 
fall of our first parents, ever since sin 
came into the world. And tears will 
doubtless be shed, and this world will 
doubtless be thus characterized, until | 
that glad day shall come when it shall 
be said, “Behold, the tabernacle of God 
is with men, and He shall dwell with 
them, and they shall be His people, and 
God Himself shall be with them, and 
be their God. And God shall wipe away 
all tears from their eyes; and there shall | 
be no more death, neither sorrow, nor | 
crying. neither shall there be any more 
pain: for the former things are passed - 
away (Reve 212354): 

Yes, this is a “vale of tears.” But why 
call it “this atomic vale of tears”? For a_ 
very significant reason. We have been — 
told that atomic power is “the basic 
power of the universe.” It is the power 
by means of which the universe is held 
together. If it were possible to abso- 
lutely destroy it, to nullify its effect in 
some way, or to so explode it that it 
would cease to operate, the whole uni- 
verse would go to pieces. Some scientists 
have had a fear, as we all know, since 
the secret of splitting the atom has been 
discovered, that a chain of explosions 
may some day be started that will result 
in the blowing up of the planet. In that 
event the atomic energy which causes 
the particles of matter that constitute our 
globe to adhere to one another would 
cause the whole world to disintegrate 
and go up in one grand explosion. And 
the astronomers tell us that they have 
witnessed such explosions in far-away 
worlds that have blown up and have 
ceased to be. But these scientists have 
not yet succeeded in making me afraid. 
I have read too frequently in God’s 
Word the words. “Fear not,” and I have 
discovered that “there is no fear in love,” 
and that “he that dwelleth in love 
dwelleth in God, and God in Him,” and 
that. if we are dwelling in God, and 
God is dwelling in us, we are safe: noth- 
ing can happen to us outside of the 
will of God, and all that takes place 
within that will takes place for our good, 
as well as for the glory of God. 


I am glad that there is such a thing 
as atomic energy. It is the power of God 
as that power is manifested in the ma- 
terial universe. The consciousness that 
it is in evidence everywhere in this 
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}world gives me a better idea of the im- 
‘bmanence of God. I have an interesting 
+ book in my library on the “Divine Im- 
/manence.” The author calls it “An Essay 
fron the Spiritual Significance of Matter.” 
| He asserts that we are dependent upon 
| matter for the means of expressing our- 
'selves. He says, “Without oxygen, and 
‘nitrogen, and phosphorus, and carbon, 
i we could neither think, nor will, nor 
i love.” He says that matter can derive 
“no possible benefit from spirit,” but 
') that, since matter is “in countless ways 
‘}) adapted to further spiritual life, it is 
| hard to resist the conclusion that matter 
» exists for this very end, and that all its 
ingenuity of intricate arrangement is 


meant to serve the purpose, which in 


| fact it so elaborately serves.” When I 


read that statement I found myself in- 
quiring, “Why should I try to resist this 
conclusion?” Is not reaching this con- 
clusion in complete harmony with the 
idea that God, who is our gracious 
heavenly Father, and who is therefore 
ordering all things in harmony with His 
divine will and His divine love, is so 
intensely interested in our spiritual wel- 
fare which is of paramount importance 
that He has actually constructed the 
world in which we live, and is main- 
taining it, with that exclusive end in 


view? 


Atomic energy is energy of God. It is 
energy exerted in the natural world on 
behalf of man’s spiritual welfare. God, 
through it, operating in the natural 
world, would reach and benefit the spirit 
of man. Sin has entered into the world, 
and sin has made this planet a “vale of 
tears.” But sin did not originate, and 
sin does not control atomic energy. This 
“basic power of the universe” originated 
in the mind and heart of God, and “God 
is love.” ‘The devil may try to use atomic 
energy, as he has tried to use almost 
everything God has originated, in ac- 
complishing his devilish designs. But 
God is still God, and, as God, is mightier 
than the devil is, and is going to con- 
tinue to be mightier, is going to con- 
tinue to be El Shaddai, God Almighty, 
throughout the ages of eternity.

the permit, but Roman church power 
and other hindrances were delaying us 
so long we feared the good weather 
would end and make it impossible to go 
on with the meetings. We started the 
meetings again—without the permit and 
with many misgivings. It was nine 
o'clock, the usual hour for evening meet- 
ings, and as the music started the crowd 
in the tent was restless and all were 
wondering if the visitors Gwe could see 
in the shadows cast by the light from 
the tent) were police come to stop the 
meetings or a crowd of rowdies sent by 
the opposing religious elements. Grad- 
ually, as the meeting progressed, these 
visitors filed into the tent, and to our 
great relief and satisfaction proved to be 
neither police nor rowdies, but more 
hungry-hearted Argentines wondering 
about this religion of the Evangelicos. 
The tent was filled by now and so were 
the benches we had placed outside. God 
was working. We had prayed fervently 
for results in these meetings. Folks had 
said it would never do to have a tent 
meeting, especially without a permit. 
We had been told by people that the 
unbelievers would never enter a tent 
and that the tent would be stoned and 
the ropes cut, but God had willed this 
meeting and He had planned it to be 
successful. Night after night the altar 
was filled with souls seeking God. The 
long-feared winds and rain came and 
many nights we had to rush from bed 
to hold ropes and poles to keep the tent 
from being torn to shreds in these tor- 
rential rains and high winds. Despite 
all this the crowds kept coming. On 
the final night as the invitation was 
given, an old, white-headed grandfather 
of a large family who had mostly all 
been saved, went among the congrega- 
tion gathering up the remaining ones 
of the family, and solemnly led them 
down the grass-covered aisle to our hum- 
ble altar. Hot tears filled my eyes as I 
contemplated the scene before me, and 
once again that stirring within my soul 
was very strong. Here was an entire 
family coming from sin’s darkness into 
saving light. What greater thrill could 
one have than to be instrumental in tip- 
ping the balances to God's side in some- 
one’s struggle to overcome the weight 
of sin.

One of 
these gray-faced children wrote as fol- 
lows: “The most beautiful day of my 
life was February 17, 1947, when my 
brother died and I inherited his shoes 


and his woolen underwear.” 


Shocking Immorality Among 
Children 
Last month a 12-year-old school boy 
killed a seven-year-old boy, Lonnie Fel- 
lick, in Chicago. “Police and juvenile 
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authorities said they had known for 
months of immorality and perversion— 
‘abominable conditions —in the Von 
‘Iumbo!dt grade school which the boys 
attended. But, they said, they had not 
been able to stamp it out.” Moral rot 
must be eating deep into our social 
fabric when even grade-school children 
are contaminated in a school-wide epi- 
demic of immorality and vice.

For over a generation the world has 
been talking about a world bank—and 
now it is a reality. “The other day,” 
says Eugene Meyer, first president of 
the world bank, “thousands of American 
investors took $250,000,000 of their 
funds and eagerly purchased the first

~The world bank is off to a good start.”

Privilege of Repentence

Brother Ford Is Our C.A. Representative at San Quentin Prison 


Among the prisoners at San Quentin, 
here and there one person will stand 
out distinct from and, to all appearances, 
superior to the general group. Recently 
I interviewed one such person and 
learned that he had been a highly paid 
and trusted employee of a large corpora- 
tion. [le told me his story, and finally 
erded with a statement of high praise 
for the psychiatrists in the prison who 
had helped him re-establish his “self 
respect.” 

It is a far cry from the old penal sys- 
tem of years ago, when offenders were 
only to be “punished,” to the highly 
organized and humane plan of today to 
rehabilitate the prisoner and to restore 
him to society as a useful citizen. Surely 
no one in any way belittles the fine and 
unselfish efforts upon the part of many 
public and private servants to correc- 
tional institutions in salvaging as much 
as possible of human personality. 

But somehow I sensed as a talked to 
this man sitting opposite me that there 
was still something lacking in his expe- 
rience. And I yearned to tell of the grace 
of God and the power of the Lord to 
deliver. I did tell him of the message 
that was burning deep within my soul, 
but apparently they were only “words” 
to him. However, we know that God’s 
Word will not return to Him void. His 
Spirit is able to penetrate all outward 
shells and burn the message deep within 
the heart. 

The thought that came over me as | 
was talking with him was, O that this 
man might be able to weep before God 
in true humility and repentance. So 
often we think of repentance as a duty 
and a hard task to be performed. But 
there is the other side of repentance— 
the release and sense of reconciliation 
that follows, as the sun that shines after 
the storm. 


What if God had not permitted us 
to repent? What if God had permitted 


Peter to deny Him but had never let 
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him weep the bitter yet sweet and releas- 
ing tears of true repentance? What if 
God had allowed the thief on the cross 
to have spent a lifetime in crime, but 
had not permitted him to ask Christ to 
admit him to paradise? What if God 
wou'd not hinder you and me from sin- 
ning and then never grant to us the 
privilege of repenting? 

Cod did that very thing once, and 
we find the story in Romans 1:24, 26, 
and 28. where in each of these verses we 
read, “God gave them up” to their sin.

Several near-by churches could 
go together and use the services of one 
of our missionaries. It might be well 
to have a missionary service once a 
month.

A consecration candle-light service could 
be most effective. A “musical jubilee”

gave them up.” 


I believe the authorities are more and 
more coming to realize the value of 
sviritual things in the lives of men and 
women in various institutions, and chap- 
lains are being encouraged to spend less 
and less time on social and non-religious 
things and to devote more time to spir- 
itual ministries. 


‘\s C.A.’s we can help to reach these 
imprisoned souls as we put them on our 
prayer lists and ask God to reveal to 
them the healing, rehabilitating, releas- 
ing, blessed privilege of true gospel re- 
pentance.

+. Instructional Meeting—This type 
of service could be used once or twice a 
month. You might use:

Every leader should 
possess this invaluable manual. A large 
amount of useful material is found in 
this book to help leaders conduct C.A. 
meetings. 

(b) A course in “Personal Evangel- 
ism” or “Soul Winning” by your pastor 
or some other qualified leader. 

(c) A systematic Bible study course 
using the “Through the Bible Book by 
Book” series or some other textbook. ~ 

(d) A series lecture on “How to have 
successful C.A. services.” 

Other activities —Our young people 
are full of energy and enthusiasm and 
they crave for constructive activity. 
There are so many avenues of service 


—————— 
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for busy C.A.’s. Here are just a few: 
Visit hospitals, jails, other public in- 
stitutions; conduct meetings on street 
corners and in rural school buildings, or 
support an out-station; distribute tracts, 
Pentecostal Evangels, Sunday school 
papers, and the Gap Trpmnes; exchange 
C.A. services with a near-by Assembly 
church. Any number of C.A. projects 
could be started, such as repainting the 
church, beautifying the church grounds, 
purchasing a neon sign, or a new supply 
of song books, a C.A. library, down pay- 
ment on a Sunday school bus, or any 
other useful project.

The human race has found itself con- 
stantly battling the age-old ‘problem of 
keeping out of a rut. Our natural incli- 
nation is to take the way of least resist- 
ance and when we do that, we find our- 
selves doing the same thing over and 
over again. 

If we are led of the Spirit of the Lord 
we will find ourselves doing things in 
various ways. There are no two flowers 
alike, no two snowflakes alike, no two 
experienc’s of salvation alike, no two 
baptisms of the Spirit alike, and no two 
services alike for the Lord is a God of 
variety. Thus when we find ourselves 
doing the same thing over again and 
again, it is not because we are led of the 
Spirit, but because. we are in a rut. 

In‘some cases “rutualism” is caused by 
the leader’s not knowing that there is 
anything else to do in the opening of 
our Sunday school on Sunday morning 
except the old, old story of two Cor may- 
be three) songs, prayer, Scripture read- 
ing, and then going to the classes. In 
other situations it is caused by a lack of 
preparation. Let’s remember that the 
Sunday school is one of the greatest soul- 
saving agencies that the Lord has given 
us. May He help us to put everything 
into it that it might be more effective. 


You will find that the “Superintend- 
ent’s Guide” in the Sunday School 
Counselor will give you a number of 
good thoughts that you can use in the 
worship service of the Sunday school. 
The Superintendent's Assistant, which 
has just recently been published, will 
also give you some good thoughts. Books 
can be purchased which will help you 
to know how to plan a real service for 
the Sunday school where we can wor- 


ship Him. 


Following are several thoughts that 
you can use as a theme, around which 
you will be able to build a service: 


January: \We generally think of making 
resolutions with the beginning of the 
new year. Rather than do that, let’s 
build a service around the thought of 
consecration to the service of the Lord. 
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February: A service built around the 
study of the heart can be presented since 
Valentine’s Day comes in this month. 
Also in February are the birthdays of 
Lincoln and Washington and a patriotic 
service would be in order, emphasizing 
the need of being loyal to the Master. 


March: Palm Sunday generally comes in 
March, giving us the thought of the 
cross.

“stay in the Islands and to allow time for 
him to get living quarters ready for her 
in Pago Pago. 

Getting Ready to Go— 

Brother and Sister Bernard Johnson 
and family are preparing to leave early 
in February to return to their missionary 
work in Brazil. They wish to express 
their sincere thanks to all who contri- 
buted toward the fund for the Simmons 
bed and mattress that was presented to 
them at a shower given by Sister L. A. 
Dedson of Half Moon Bay and a group 
of W. M. C. ladies. When Sister Dod- 
son learned that the Johnsons had not 
_had-real beds and mattresses to sleep on 
during their years of service in Brazil, 
she undertook to see that they are well 
equipped with good sleeping equipment 
when they return to the field. 

China—- 
Paul and Violet Pipkin have arrived 


at their destination in Peiping. It was 
May 30 that they and the children sailed 
for Shanghai. Little Connie had her 
first birthday aboard ship, and two-and- 
a-half-year-old Sylvia, while sailing, won- 
dered where the big ship was. It was so 
large she didn’t realize she was on it. 
From the account received from them, 
we quote, in part: 
“Shortly after leaving San Francisco, 
missionaries (there were 75 on board) 
met in a business meeting and asked me 
to take charge of the voyage’s evangel- 
istic services. This kept Mrs. Pipkin 
and myself very busy with the programs 
and services. God marvelously blessed; 
so we feel it was worthwhile. We com- 
piled a chorus book called “The Gordon 
Melodies’ with over 100 choruses and 
songs in it. The purser of the ship print- 
ed it for us and they were given away 
as souvenirs. Four hundred would jam 
their way into the lounge to hear the 
gospel preached. Seventeen hundred 
were on board and some couldn’t speak 
English. It was a real job with such a 
small chapel to reach the souls of men 
and still comply with ship regulations. 
“Many acquaintances were mades... 
the most outstanding of all was meeting 
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MISSIONS 


the purser, a China-born Jew, about 35 
years old, completely in charge of the 
administration of the Gordon. It cost 
$8,000 a day just to feed the passengers. 
Unbelievable responsibilities taking a 
great deal of his time. Yet, by his re- 
quest I spent hours in his office explain- 
ing my conversion through Jesus Christ 
and my purpose in going to the Orient. 
Though he said that he couldn’t under- 
stand our theories, he begged me never 
to lose the fire, which he said captivated 
him. 

“After four days on the Pacific we 
came into beautiful Honolulu. We 
quickly organized a sightseeing tour so 
we could see as much as possible in the 
time we had... . If I had known the 
gospel opportunities in that city, | would 
have gone there long before and con- 
ducted evangelistic and youth meetings. 
To me a man is foolish to spend his time 
preaching to two or three critics who 
know all about the gospel but don’t 
want it, when there are millions who 
have never heard of Christ. . «. 

“We all became very excited as we 
sailed into the Yellow sea. The waters 
around us were muddy yellow and a 
bit choppy—we were hitting the land 
swells from the China coast line. Before 
we could see land, funny-looking Chi- 
nese boats called ‘junks’ were coming 
out to meet us. Then we spotted the 
mouth of the Yangtze river and sailed 
some 15 miles up this huge river to 
Shanghai. Our first glimpse of China 
was quite a contrast with what we saw 
of Japan. Instead of tall mountains, we 
saw great huge plains thick with green 
grass, but with few trees as far as our 
eyes could see. -. . . As we came up to 
the dock we could see huge, tall, mod- 
ern buildings like San Francisco. . . . 
Dozens of Chinese house boats, like 
very small U. S. river tugs, with whole 
families living on them, came up to the 
side of our ship either begging or want- 
ing to sell souvenirs or exchange Chinese 
money for U. S. money. They were 
operating on the black market; so the 
ship’s fire hoses poured tons of water on 
them to drive them away. 

“In the huge crowds . . . we spotted 
Brother Scratch and Brother George 
Woods from the Assembly of God Mis- 
sionary Home. They helped us through 
Customs with hand baggage. It took five 


hours to get off the ship, inspect hand 
baggage, and get to the Assembly of 
God home. This was the first day of 
three weeks of toil and vexing expe- 
riences with Custom officers before we 
could fly to Peiping. 

“We are now actually in a place 
where one-sixth of the world’s popula- 
tion lives and one-twelfth of the world’s 
territory is located. Four thousand miles 
of China border on five seas and 6,000 
miles border on Russia . . . 

“Remember the big crowds of people 
at the World’s Fair or the traffic jam 
after a big college football game is ended? 
Multiply that confusion by 500 times— 
then you'll have a small idea of the ter- 
rific mass of people milling to and fro 
upon the streets of Shanghai from dawn 
till dusk. In thousands of American 
automobiles, huge trucks, to queer look- 
ing Chinese rickshaws and pedicabs, the 
Shanghai traffic honks along. The popu- 
lation here is too large for the sidewalks; 
so the crowds jam their way down the 
streets with the automobiles . . . 

“T’ve scen hundreds of beggars roam- 
ing the streets with sickening, running 
sores, eyes eaten out by some horrible 
disease, others rotting to death with 
leprosy. Hundreds of people sleep on 
the streets every night because of no- 
where else to go. Prices on most things 
are higher than in the States. The 
skilled carpenters here get only the 
equivalent of 30 cents a day. How the 
people ever live is more than I know. 

“On my way to the Custom House I 
liked to stop at one of the Shanghai 
bridges to watch the people living on 
the houseboats on the river. There are 
hundreds of these boats, about 40 feet 
long and six feet wide. They came from 
ports way up the Yangtze river and inland 
China bringing melons, lumber, cotton, 
and silk. Whole families live on these 
boats. ‘The river water, which is a 
dirty brown color, is used for drink- 
ing water, sewerage, and to wash dishes 
in. The boats were so close together the 
children would jump from one boat to 
another while playing tag. 

“Rainy season over here is in the sum- 
mer... . At times the rain felt like hot 
water because the atmosphere was so 
hot and the humidity so low. 

“Baggage inspection has been my

Relief Flashes 


Our first shipment of powderized milk 
has been shipped to Bremen, Germany. 
Dr. Eldon Burke, representative of 
C.R.A.L.0.G. Agency, writes: “Your 
Pentecostal brethren have been in our 
office. They are anxiously awaiting this 
first shipment of goods. May I assure 
the people of your constituency once 
more that all properly designated con- 
tributions will be handled by the pastors 
of your own denomination here in Ger- 
many.” 

Pestor Ernst Jung, of Hamburg, Ger- 
many, writes: “During the course of a 
very blessed conference in the month of 
June, we were served notice that we had 
to vacate our place of worship at once. 
The question: ‘Where are we going 
now? rested upon each member of our 
congregation as a tremendous and hope- 
less burden. Through the kind inter- 
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vention of one of our Swedish friends, a 
transportable hall was provided. When 
finally the wire was sent to us with the 
message: “The Church has arrived,’ the 
brethren of the congregation did their 
utmost best to pour a foundation and 
now the Maranatha Mission Hall stands 
out as one of the best buildings in this 
section of Hamburg.” Brother Ernst 
Jung is the pastor of one of our free 
Pentecostal churches. ‘The organization 
which loosely connects local churches 
has been renamed of late and is known 
now as the German Pentecostal Mission. 


Pastor B. Bartknecht writes tous as 


of November 2, 1947: “As chairman. of 


the Pentecostal Mission of Germany I 
received from Brother Humburg, Mul- 
heim Ruhr, a letter with the information 
that a larger charitable present is to be 


sent to the German Pentecostal mem- 
bers and also for the Free Assemblies. 
I have given further all the notices to 
our Assemblies and to Mulheim. CHum- 
burg is the chairman of the Organized 
Pentecostal Movement, which was 
formed shortly after the outpouring in 
1906.) In the letter from Mulheim, 
Brother Humburg communicated that 
the Pentecostal Assemblies in California 
would wish the unity of all the Pente- 
costal groups in Germany, which is also 
our desire from all our hearts. I believe 
in the year 1934 the prohibition by the 
Nazis against our Mission had come 
forth. A delegation of our brethren went 
to the Mulheim Conference to present 
the desire of a united service for the 
Lord. One demanded our subordination 
under Mulheim to which we were not 
able to agree because we are preaching 
the full gospel and are baptizing the be- 
lievers by immersion. We could there- 
fore not subordinate to Mulheim but 
wish that all Pentecostals may agree 
under a united Pentecostal Mission and 
work side by side without influencing 
each other. We wish further no strong 
organization of all the Assemblies, but 
a loose fellowship with one another to 
preach the full gospel with a Pentecostal 
note. Already now we are thanking you 
for all your goodness and some parcels 
we have received. May God richly bless 
you in all things.”—Emil J. Naef.

If each pastor puts 
emphasis upon this project for one’ or 
two Sundays to fill these coin cans, by 
passing the cans in the congregation as 
a second offering, or call upon the 
C.A.’s or Sunday school classes, we 


would easily make up for the deficiency

toughest experience. . . . For three weeks 
through the heat and rain I had to 
travel across the city to the Customs 
House in slow rickshaws with fountain 
pen, crow bar, hammer, and trunk keys 
in hand. Since the war, customs, as well 
as many other enterprises, have been 
turned over to the Chinese. .. . Most of 
our trunks and crates .. . had to be torn 
open. They were lenient with us, but 
on quite a few things charged 25 per 
cent duty. [ had to work hard from 
7:00 a.m. to dark for almost three weeks 
before I could pav custom fees. . . . 

“We were glad when we were able 
to get plane tickets out of Shanghai. 
Rates were going up double the next 
day; so we had to leave on the spur of 
the moment... . At 8:30 a.m. (after 
more baggage inspection) we took off 
in an American Army transport and 
flew to Chingtao, where a big American 
Navv base is located. Here we had 
lunch. At 12:30 we took off for Peiping 
arriving at the airport about 1:45 p.m. 
... Our plane had flown over the Com- 
munist armies that day, and we were all 
tired and really happy to arrive at our 
destination safe and sound. 

“As we left the airport on a bus to 
downtown Peiping we could see thou- 
sands of acres of most beautiful farm 
land raising corn, string beans, peas, 
melons, and other things. The sad thing 
is that we could see stone idols from 10 
to 100 feet high all over these farms. 
These the people pray to for good crops. 
We saw beautiful bright-colored heathen 
temples in gold and red. . . . Before we 
could get in to Peiping proper, we had 
to go through the huge iron gates of the 
great wall... . It is about as high as a 
four-story building. . . . Made out of 
brick and stones, it seems to be about 50 


feet thick:.. < 


“From the bus station an auto taxi 
brought us to our Assembly of God 
compound. In pre-war days they had a 
student body of around 150. But the 
Japanese occupied and destroyed so 
much. We were given a goat house and 
another crumbling building, walls wet 
six feet up on the inside, as a possible 
future home. . . . Temporarily we got 
two rooms down town and by faith 
started the carpenters immediately . . .”
